Toronto celebrated her Golden Jubilee or 50th anniversary this 
year between August 24th and September 8th. As usual she put 
on one of the best Aberdeen-Angus shows on the continent. A long 
list of loyal supporters of this institution which has figured so 
prominently in the advancement of the beef cattle industry up be- 
tween the Lakes indicates why this show is always successful in 
putting on a fine exhibition of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. Eleven 
herds from Ontario, came forward from some six or seven different 
sectors, and this is what made the game so interesting from start 
to finish. This is known as the Canadian National show, however, 
this year it failed to 
reach beyond the 
borders of its own 
province for exhib- 
its. As in the States 
the contenders for 
the most part had 
been upon the saw- 
dust before. The 
three aged bulls 
made a pretty show- 
ing. Blackcapmere 
18th who won his 
class and was made 
senior and grand 
champion of this 
same show a year 
ago marched to the 
top of the first class 
out, defeating Mid- 
dlebrook Prince 33d 
the bull that had 
won his class at the 
Guelph Winter Show 
as long ago as 1924.

Not so in the case of the Nebraska 
State Fair which was this year held at Lin- 
coln, the week following the Iowa State 
Fair, the exact dates being August 31st to 
September 7th. Secretary George Jackson 
announced the goal as 400,000. She went 
over the top by a margin of approximately 
27,000. Not so bad for our neighbor on the 
west. Congratulations. As a result those 
who ventured over to Lincoln with their 
Black cattle had the pleasure of showing off 
a plenty for the visitors were sufficiently 
numerous to make things interesting all the 
while. 

The Baby Beef section of the Nebraska 
State Fair is fast becoming one of the out- 
standing elements of a successful institu- 
tion.

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THE BEEF CATTLE SITUATION; 
SPECULATION CREEPS IN MOST TOO FAR. 

“Although feeder cattle prices are excellent and the breeder is 
finally able to liquidate some of the burden of indebtedness he has 
borne during the last ten years,” said J. H. Mercer, chairman of 
the National Live Stock and Meat Board in an interview a few days 
ago, “the immediate outlook for the feeder deserves the best 
thought that can be brought out. The reduced supply of cattle all 
through the country and the prospects of a large corn crop have 
combined to introduce a speculative feature which may have an 
unfavorable reaction later in the season.” 

“Federal inspected slaughter of cattle for the month of July 
was 10.8 per cent less than a year ago, while for the seven months 
January to July inclusive, it was 10.53 per cent less. Prices for 
beef steers average $15 at Chicago for the month of July, or $3.25 
more than a year ago. Other classes of cattle are proportionately 
as high. With such a record existing, the scramble for feeder cat- 
tle has been intense and there has been considerable trading and 
rehandling of cattle before they have ultimately been sent to the 
feed lot. I am informed that the sales of feeder cattle for one 
week at one of the important feeder mark- 
ets were two and one-third times as great 
as the actual number of feeder cattle re- 
ceived. The effect of such demand was to 
place feeder cattle materially higher, ac- 
cording to the class of animal, above what 
the packers were paying for similar animals 
for slaughter purposes.” 

“The result of such competition has 
been to bring on to the public market quite 
a percentage of the feeder cattle which were 
available in the country. For the first sev- 
en months of this year there has been a de- 
cided increase in feeder movement over a 
year ago—the increase being from 1,327,000 
in 1927 to 1,617,000 in 1928, nearly 20 per 
cent. Coupled with this, stocker and feeder 
prices have risen from one to three dollars 
per hundred-weight at Chicago for the sev- 
en months period in 1928, over the corres- 
ponding period in 1927.

Dr. S. O. Sublette, Versailles, Kentucky, 
was the only Kentucky exhibitor in the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle classes at the Kentucky 
State Fair, at Louisville, September 15-21, 
1928, and his cattle made an excellent show- 
ing against three of the strongest show 
herds of the country. This was one of the 
best shows this breed has made here in 
years. Sublette, who is a new man in the 
business, won several first prizes and had 
one of the principal contenders for junior 
championship on his yearling bull, Blackcap 
Sublette. Judge Marvin of Midway, Ken- 


.tucky, said that this bull would have been 


awarded the junior championship, if he had 
walked well. This bull had been lame from 
an infected foot and this was the first day 
he had been walked for more than a week. 
Dr. Sublette has a fine herd of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle and is doing as much as any 
other Kentucky breeder with these good 
cattle. 

This was really a field day for H. A. 
Thompson, Aberdeen-Angus breeder from 
Cortland, Indiana. He won senior and 
grand champion bull on his 2-year-old El- 
more Echo and junior champion on Every- 
time Erica, a junior calf. Besides these 
championships he had the junior champion 
female on the junior calf, Evergreen Enecho 
and had bred and sold to Tolan the aged 
cow, Eldora Elmore, that was senior and 
grand champion. Mr. Thompson has been 
showing his cattle at this fair every year 
for the past ten and each year they have 
been getting better until today he has one 
of the best herds in the country and his en- 
tries were entitled to win all they did. 

J. Garrett Tolan won the first class in the 
show on his undefeated aged bull, Hileen- 
more 15th, and he was the principal con- 
tender for senior championship. The sen- 
ior yearling bull class brought out Ames’ 
Plantation Pal from the Ames Plantation, 
Junction City, Tennessee, and Blackbird of 
M. G. from the W. W. Wilson herd at Mun- 
cie, Indiana. At the Indiana State Fair last 
week the Wilson buil won the class, but 
Ames reversed the placing yesterday and it 
was a popular decision with the ringside 
breeders. When the class for senior cham- 
pionship was brought out before Judge C. 
E. Marvin of Paynes Depot, Kentucky, he 
had to choose between three bulls, all of 
which had been champion at some fair this 
year. After carefully going over the bulls 
he awarded it to the Thompson 2-year-old. 

Aberdeen-Angus steers from the Ken- 
tucky Experiment Station, Lexington, Ken- 
tucky, attracted the attention of those in- 
terested in beef cattle. These steers were 
as fine a lot as ever has been shown here. 
The steers were fitted under the direction 
of Professor W. J. Harris, and John Fraser 
does the feeding for the College. This is 
the first year that the experiment station 
has had such a large number of Aberdeen- 
Angus steers and those in charge of the 
work were well pleased with the showing 
of the cattle. The summer yearling steer, 


Lindy, was declared to be the champion of 
his breed and he was worthy of wearing 
the purple ribbon in any steer show. He is 
a typical representative of the modern baby 
beef type and was fitted to the minute. He 


won the grand championship over all breeds 
and ages at the steer show. 

The closest class in the entire show came 
out for the senior champion bull. Three 
bulls were out for this honor. Any one of 
them would have been a satisfactory cham- 
pion in any show and it was just a matter 
of one man’s opinion against another as to 
which would win. Each bull was favored 
by breeders along the ringside and the 
judge could not make up his mind until he 
had them walk. After this he decided that 
the two-year-old Elmore Echo was the best 
and gave him the ribbon. Mr. Marvin, who 
judged the cattle, has been breeding Aber- 
deen-Angus for forty years and has sent 
out some international prize winners and he 
gave generally good satisfaction with his 
ratings of the cattle.

General Average of $150.00 Is Made 


“Bob” Larmer, of Maryville, Missouri, 
pulled off a most successful sale. He open- 
ed the fall season with a general average of 
$150.00 per head on forty-two head of cows, 
heifers and bulls. Three bull calves were 
sold at an average price of $144.00. These 
calves were minus age to make them attrac- 
tive so early in the season. The thirty-nine 
females brought an average price of $151.00 
per head. The cows with calves at foot hit 
right around $175.00 per head, some a little 
more and some a little less, but the average 
price was very good and approximately 
$175.00 per round. There were a number 
of young heifers that sold at real bargain 
prices and a few of the young things that 
had been bred for late calves sold slow too, 
thus bringing the cow average down to the 
above figure. Col. Cooper did an excellent 
piece of selling. 

Mr. Frank Gwinn, of Maryville, Missouri, 
one of the newer or younger breeders of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle, contributed several 
head of cows that sold in line with the rest 
of the offering. Three of the eight head 
sold at $185.00 each. Mr. Gwinn deserved 
a better price for his offering, however, not 
being so widely known felt pretty well sat- 
isfied with the final results as it gave him 
an opportunity to become acquainted with 
a wider range of breeders and buyers. 

The two bargains of the sale proved to 
be a pair of heifers that went to one man, 
J. F. McKenny, of King City, Missouri, who 
sat on one side of the auction ring while he 
purchased the Miss Burgess heifer Elvan’s 
Maid 413747 at even $300.00. He then shift- 
ed to the shady side of the arena where he 
was able to see a little better and later took 
home the Miss Burgess topped Elba heifer 
Elba Earlwood 2d at $310.00 and this prov- 
ed to be the top of the sale. A great pair 
that will no doubt bring to him and his fine 
herd in years to come a line of publicity 
hard to secure only through the works of 
such cattle. 

At the conclusion of the sale four or 
five weanling heifer calves were brought in 
and sold and to show how folks appreciate 
the Doddies these little things sold at $75.00 
each, the buyers may and they may not 
turn these heifers to Club work. If they do 
they will surely prove to be money makers 
a plenty. When breeding cattle are pur- 
chased at the prices attained here the buy- 
er is certain to have a fine opportunuity to 
make a neat margin. 

Naturally enough, Mr. Larmer changed 
his sale date to get away from a “wet 
spell” owing to the fact that each of his 
last sales succeeded in calling forth the 
wrath of old Jupiter. What I have to say 
is that “Bob” Larmer couldn’t get a job on 
the government weather bureau staff if I 
had anything to do with it. Anyway the 
cards were stacked against him again this 
year. A wetter time could scarcely have 
been selected. Fortunately the sale was 
held in the pavilion right in town else no 
one could have reached the cattle. It rain- 
ed, and then it poured a little and then it 
poured a lot. The draws filled with water, 
the creeks went over their banks, bottoms 
were overflowed, grades washed away and 
bridges disappeared. Looked like even the 
auctioneer would not be able to get across 
the country—South Iowa and North Mis- 
souri had gone wet for sure. 


And yet about two hundred and fifty in- 
terested folks drifted in and found lodging 
on the seats by the time the sale was ready 
to go. Not many of these were from any 
great distance, so the event proved to be 
a semi-local affair with the home folks 
batting right around in the top notches. By 
night time the sun had come through and 
the wind and sunshine joined hands to dry 
off the top surface of the roads so it was 
possible to get out of that section providing 
the home trail did not pass over a washout.

No better 
place could be selected to go to purchase 
seed stock for the Toddington Farms herd 
counts among its foundation cattle some of 
the very richly bred things that have figur- 
ed so conspicuously in the development of 
the best herds in the land.

flocks are of finewool breeding. The fine- 
wool breeds seem much better adapted than 
the mutton breeds to withstand the hot sum- 
mer temperatures which prevail in the 
Southwest. The finewool sheep futhermore 
are not only better able to withstand 
droughty conditions that frequently prevail 
in this region, but owing to their general 
hardiness it is believed that they are better 
able to withstand the ravages of the intern- 
al parasites also. An increasing number of 
Texas range sheepmen are breeding a large 
smooth-bodied finewool sheep of desirable 
mutton conformation which at the same 
time is capable of producing 8 to 10 pounds 
of fine staple wool. Many range breeders 
are apparently successfully crossing the 
Merinos and Rambouillets for the purpose 
of increasing the size on the Merino side 
and at the same time increasing the length 
of the staple where a deficiency in this re- 
ct exists. 
™ Texas Feeder Lambs. 

It is quite generally recognized that the 
bulk of the Texas range lambs will usually 
have to be marketed as feeders at weaning 
time due to the fact that under the hot sum- 
mer temperatures prevailing on the south- 
western ranges their development is very 
often retarded and consequently they do not 
carry a sufficient finish at weaning time to 
sell them as killers. The Texas Station has 
conducted some preliminary investigations 
in a comparison of the smooth-bodied Ram- 
bouillet, Lincoln-Rambouillet, Hampshire 
Rambouillet and Shropshire-Rambouillet 
lambs. In these tests the Rambouillet made 
practically as economical a gain and put 
nearly as good a finish as did any of the 
several crosses. They not only put on a 
good finish but some of the handiweight 
carcasses were classed as “fancy select” 
which is one of the top classifications for 
lamb carcasses. The Rambouillet lamb is 
generally of smaller frame than the Hamp- 
shire or Lincoln cross on the Rambouillet 
and generally weighs less at weaning time. 
This may be considered an advantage since 
the Rambouillets are not so likely to be ov- 
er-weight as finished lambs and hence less 
likely to be subject to the discount or lower 
price paid for heavy lambs. 

Each year upwards of 600,000 smooth- 
bodied Texas lambs of finewool breeding 
Weighing between 50 and 75 pounds at 
weaning time are shipped to the feed lots 
in the corn belt states at prevailing market 
Prices paid for crossbred feeder lambs in 
the northwest. It is true that some of the 
speculators who take over these lambs reg-

lamb speculators. Many large Texas opera- 
tors follow the practice of breeding the 
more heavily folded type of finewool ewes 
to smooth-bodied finewool rams and of mat- 
ing the smooth-bodied ewes to heavy type 
rams. As a result of this practice remark- 
ably uniform smooth-bodied lamb crop is 
generally produced. It is estimated that 
40,000 finwool lambs have been fattened in 
the feedlots in the Rio Grande Valley in 
Southwest Texas during the current season.

and Now It’s Clubs the World Over 


I have just returned from 
the Illinois State Fair held at 
Springfield. Here was proof 
a-plenty that the 4-H clubs ; 
are growing. The girls in Illinois have 
doubled their membership this last year, and 
now number about 8,000 in that state. The 
girls are now a few jumps ahead of the 
boys in membership, for the boys number 
about 7,000, making a total for the state of 
about 15,000—almost 16,000 members. Not 
so bad, is it? And the 4-H club camp at 
the state fair with about 500 campers show- 
ed about a one-third increase over all prev- 
ious years. It was such a jump that it kept 
the cooks busy preparing enough food for 
the girls and boys who crowded into the din- 
ing room at each meal time. : 

And the entries, too, showed the booming 
interest in club work in the state. Baby 
beef entries numbered 130 as compared with 
91 of last year, while dairy calf entries tot- 
aled 106 as compared with 55 of last year. 
This made a total of 236 head of 4-H cat- 
tle entered for exhibition this year, as com- 
pared with 146 entered last year. 

A brief review of the gradual but persist- 
ent growth of calf club entries at the IIli- 
nois state fair is interesting. In 1923 there 
were just seven head entered. The next 
year there were 12 and the next year, 1925 
this number doubled itself, making 25. The 
next year the entries jumped to 74, then to 
91, and this year to 1380. What there will be 
next year. No one has yet tried to prophesy. 
The Aberdeen-Angus baby beeves were well 
represented by about 50 entries, many of 
them splendid specimens of the Aberdeen- 
Angus breed. And it was an Aberdeen-An- 
gus which stood out enough to be made 
grand champion over all club breeds shown, 
as well as taking second place in the open 
class where all competed. 

This Aberdeen-Angus, shown by Tim 
Pierce, 13 year old club boy of Creston, 
Ogle county, Illinois, won second place in 
the club entries at the International Live 
Stock Exposition last fall in Chicago, and 
re fourth place there in the open 
class. 

Tim, who picked his calf from his father’s 
pure bred Aberdeeen-Angus herd, repre- 
sents the third generation of Pierce’s to 
show prize winning Aberdeen-Angus. Tim 
has been raised on Aberdeen-Angus, for he 
started feeding and learning about them 
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STAR CORNER.

Aside from the special feed- 
ing which the calf has had since March, 
1927, the champion has had a two-mile ex- 
ercise each day. 

The 4-H club movement is growing every 
day. Letter after letter comes to my desk 
from girls and boys throughout the country 
who want to join a 4-H club and need in- 
formation about how to become members. 
But 4-H clubs are growing, not only in this 
country, but also in other countries. Do you 
realize that the 4-H movement is Interna- 
tional? Do you realize that you have 4-H 
sisters and brothers in other countries? 
While you here in America are developing 
your Heads for clearer thinking, your Hearts 
for greater loyalty, your Hands for larger 
service, and your Health for better living, 
girls and boys in Denmark, girls and boys 
in Canada, in France, England, Australia, 
New Zealand, Holland, Norway, Sweden, 
South Africa, are doing the same thing, 
taking the same pledge, and going forward 
in agricultural work, under the same green 
and white banner. 

Ten countries at least—and there may be 
more that I have missed as I put these down 
hurriedly. Just think, 4-H sisters and broth- 
ers in 10 countries besides our own! Thril- 
ling isn’t it? All striving to “make the 
best better.” 

As an indication of the good fellowship 
and the feeling of internationalism which 
such an organization engenders, there is 
now in this country a 4-H club werker from 
Denmark. He is S. C. Svendsen-Tune of 
Copenhagen, and he is making a tour of 
this country to gain ideas and suggestions 
to take back to his country. And as he vis- 
its club leaders here he leaves with them 
ideas and suggestions gleaned from club 
experience in his own country. 

Mr. Tune made his first appearance at a 
public gathering in America, shortly after 
arriving, at one of the closing sessions of 
the Second National 4-H club camp, Wash- 
ington, D. C., in June. According to Mr. 
Tune, club work is flourishing in Denmark. 
There are 8.000 club members there and 
there is still room for growth because in 
rural communities there are about 40,000 
girls and boys within club age which ranges 
from 10 to 25 years. 

Denmark has 20 women club agents and 
75 men. Mr. Tune is enthusiastic about club 
work. both here and in his own country. He 
predicts a great ftuure for the Denmark 4- 
H clubs. 

Club workers in this country are glad for 
Mr. Tune’s visit. They are learning of club 
work from him. It it just such an inter- 
change of ideas which leads to worid broth- 
erhood and the abolishing of war. Can the 
4-H clubs perform a greater mission?

The farm home is better equipped, more 
convenient and more comfortable than it 
was twenty years ago. Farm children are 
enjoying more educational advantages; fed 
a more balanced diet. Farm animals are 
better cared for. Farm machinery, labor 
saving devices have steadily developed. The 
farm march of progress has beat time up- 
ward and onward for better living. 

Along with these, farm women have made 
much progress in the matter of personal ap- 
pearance and the study of suitable clothing 
for herself and her family. ‘ 

Clothes, after all is an important subject.

Soups That Are Satisfying. 

The first autumn days are just the time 
to serve soup to the busy people who are 
gathering in the last of the harvest from 
garden and field. It is very good to start the 
main meal of the day or may be used as a 
one dish meal if it is vegetable or meat soup 
with the addition of dumplings and noodles. 

Strained meat stock is the basis for many 
soups. This may be canned or kept in the 
refrigerator for several days. 

Stock made from the bones of cooked 
foul, is useful. Break the bones and start. 
in cold water. Cook for several hours. 


Consomme is made from meat stock and 


a variety of vegetables. It is strained and 
served clear and hot. 

Bouillon .is made from beef stock, well 
seasoned and may be served hot or in jelly 
form by adding gelatine and allowing to 
cool and cut.

Vegetable Soup. 


Take a piece of meat cut from the shank 
or neck of beef. Cut in pieces having bones 
sawed in several places. Cover with cold 
water. Put over a slow fire and cook sev- 
eral hours. Two hours before serving add 
one onion, one cup celery, one cup cabbage, 
two carrots, two turnips, cut fine. Parsley 
or other vegetables may be added. Also 
rice or barley. Salt and pepper to taste. 
Remove meat cut in small pieces. Reheat 
and serve.

Cream of Oyster Soup. 
1 pint oysters 1 tablespoon butter 
1% cupful water 1 tablespoon flour 
1 quart milk Salt and pepper 
1 pint celery diced 

Wash the oysters and put into water to 
cook. When edges curl remove from stove. 
Stew the celery. Add hot milk to the oys- 
ter broth. Thicken with blended flour and 
butter. Boil together, season and serve.

Bean Soup. 

Soak one cup beans over-night. In the 
morning add two cupfuls cold water. Cook 
two hours. Mince one-half cupful each cel- 
ery, carrots, onions, fry in butter, add to 
the soup one-half hour before serving. Let 
this simmer. Just before serving add 1 cup- 
ful rich milk, salt and pepper.

Home Made Chili. 


1 tablespoon flour 
2 or 3 teaspoonful chili 
pound ground steak powder 
1 quart tomatoes Pepper and salt to suit 
1 large-size can kidney taste 
beans 
Cut onion fine and fry in suet (chopped 
fine); add the ground steak, stir and fry 
real brown, add the flour, then the tomatoes 
(previously run through sieve), then the 
beans, chili powder, salt and pepper. Let 
boil for 10 or 15 minutes. If too thick add 
water to thin. Serve with toasted cracker.

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oultry Diseases

INFECTIOUS BACILLARY WHITE 
DIARRHEA. 


The micro-organism known as Bacterium 
Pullorum causes the disease in hens gener- 
ally known as White Diarrhea. The disease 
in hens is generally confined 
to the ovary. This infection is 
widespread in the United 
States and is responsible for 
enormous losses through its 
spread by means of the egg 
to the baby chick. Chicks re- 
covering from Bacillary White 
Diarrhea frequently retain the 
causative organism in their 
bodies, where it localizes in 
the active ovary. The disease 
may also be contracted by 
feeding. 

In some cases from 50% to 
70% of the hens may be af- 
fected. In many instances the 
eggs laid by these hens carry 
the organisms and the chicks 
hatched from them spread the 
disease. Chicks are highly 
susceptible to infection during the first 48 
hours. 

Symptoms. 

In acute outbreaks the hens become 
droopy, the feathers ruffled; comb and wat- 
tles pale and the head drawn back. There 
is a loss of appetite and diarrhea is often in 
evidence. 

Oftentimes no external symptoms can be 
observed and it is only through the presence 
of White Diarrhea in the chicks or the de- 
tection of diseased ovaries in the hens that 
are posted that attention is directed to the 
presence of the disease in the flock. Diar- 
rhea in the young chicks, however, is not a 
conclusive evidence of Bacterium Pullorum 
infection. As a general rule, however, one 
can play fairly safe when mortality becomes 
exceptionally high in a limited time. 

When hens are affected the ovaries pres- 
ent a characteristic appearance. The yolks 
are angular in outline, shrunken, hard and 
discolored to a brown or greenish color. Of- 
tentimes the yolks contain a dark fluid. 

In young chicks it is often necessary to 
resort to special tests in order to determine 
= or not the disease is present in the 

ock.

Prevention. 


The very nature of the disease makes 

treatment practically impossible for those 
chicks that are affected. Flocks containing 
the infection should not be used for breed- 
ing purposes nor should chicks 
which have had the disease be 
used for breeding. 
Great care should be exercised 
in incubation, especially when 
the incubator is used, to see 
that the disease is not trans- 
mitted from one compartment 
to another. 

All quarters for chicks 
should be disinfected thor- 
oughly and a good antiseptic 
should be used in the drink- 
ing water.

Mild inflammation of the 
nasal passages is common in 
all kinds of domesticated birds 
and is generally known as a 
simple catarrh. No definite 
cause can be assigned to this 
affection. It may be due to weak or im- 
properly fed birds. It can also be caused 
by overcrowded conditions or exposure to 
unfavorable weather. 


Symptoms.

reer Treatment. 

_, Medical treatment may be very suce 

if properly applied. The sick birds eee 
be removed from the flock and put in a 
warm, dry, well ventilated room which js 
free from drafts. The affected membranes 
of the nostrils and mouth should then be 
treated by applying an antiseptic with a 
petroleum base. Before applying this ma- 
terial it is well to wash the eye and the 
mouth with warm water, using absorbent 
cotton and rubbing gently. If there is a 
swelling under the eye it should be careful- 
ly opened with a sharp, clean knife, all the 
secretion removed and the salve applied to 
the cavity. The house should be kept clean 
and dry and disinfected thoroughly. 


CHICKEN POX. 


Chicken Pox and Diphtheria were origin- 
ally thought to be separate diseases. The 
cirus which causes the formation of the no-

Treatment. 


In severe cases of this condition it is well 
to use an antiseptic carried in a petroleum 
base.

under the miscroscope. The disease is 

strictly infectious and never develops as a 

result of exposure to dampness and drafts. 
Symptoms. 

The bird may have the general symptoms 
of Roup but in a short time develops an 
eruption of pox on the comb, wattles and 
head. The eruptions appear as round, ob- 
long, or irregularly shaped nodules from the 
size of a pin head to that of a pea or hazel 
nut. Some fowls in the flock may be re- 
sistant and are attacked only in a very mild 
form. 

Treatment. 

Birds affected very severely with this dis- 
ease should be destroyed because, as a gen- 
eral rule, it does not pay to try to cure 
them. For those birds showing a mild man- 
ifestation, the use of an antiseptic with a 
petroleum base is recommended. 

The use of Chicken Pox Vaccine as a pre- 
vention gives variable results. 

By applying the salve to the external le- 
sions and using an antiseptic in the drink- 
ing water one can, as a general rule, over- 
come the condition. 

Some Recent Developments With 
Infectious Bronchitis. 

There is probably no disease condition 
known in the history of the poultry industry 
that has taken the mortality and caused a 
greater financial loss than that caused by 
Infectious Bronchitis during the past four 
years. In many sections of the country In- 
fectious Bronchitis is called “Flu.” 

This condition came to the attention of 
the industry during the fall of 1924, when 
it appeared in aggravated forms throughout 
many of the produce houses, and also in live 
cars. The mortality rate in the houses de- 
pended upon the virulence of the organism 
present. In some of the houses the death 
loss was exceedingly high. In others the 
mortality was not high; however, many of 
the birds showed evidence physically of in- 
vasion which made them worthless from the 
standpoint of feeding in the station. It is 
apparent from the study of the conditions 
in the concentrating points that this disease 
developed in the stock on the farm, and then 
as this stock was brought to market, others 
Were exposed to the condition and in this 
way a higher virulence was developed, re- 
sulting in heavy mortality of the stock. 

There have been hundreds of remedies 
punested for the control of “Flu” or In- 
rere Bronchitits. Let it be stated here 
where one is experiencing a severe out- 

teak of the disease, there is no known pro- 


duct today that offers a cure. We have 
found certain conditions that may assist 
materially in relieving a severe outbreak of 
this disease. For instance, we have found 
that as a general rule the incubation period 
of this condition is about three or four days 
in the station. We also found that birds 
kept on feed for a period of from eight to 
ten days may develop this trouble to a 
greater extent than the birds that are fed 
only four to five days. We have also found 
that feeding may influence the condition in 
a station. Feeding excessively or feeding 
mashes with too heavy a consistency can 
bring on the condition to a greater extent 
after it once appears in the station. When 
this condition exists in the feeding station, 
it is necessary to take every precaution 
from the standpoint of excessive ventilation 
or drafts, and one should also see that all 
equipment is thoroughly disinfected. Re- 
jection should be practiced at all times; by 
that we mean that any birds showing physi- 
cal evidence of the disease should be remov- 
ed from the battery. Time and again we 
have found in our station experience that 
we could take individual birds and treat 
them individually with a reasonable degree 
of success by removing them from the bat- 
teries and placing them in clean quarters 
and applying some good antiseptics to the 
lesions manifested in the trachea of the 
bird. 

From the standpoint of the farm we have 
had some very interesting experiences in 
regard to this condition. The disease ap- 
peared in one flock consisting of cockerels 
and pullets. The mortality was high. How- 
ever, a number of the birds apparently 
withstood the invasion. Eight of these birds 
were used for breeding purposes in a flock 
of over a hundred hens. Within a period of 
sevently-two hours this disease had mani- 
fested itself among the hens. It was only a 
short time before all the birds were affect- 
ed. The cockerels when placed with these 
hens showed no signs physically of this dis- 
ease. It is safe to state, therefore, that 
where one has had trouble with so-called In- 
fectious Bronchitis or “Flu” in breeding 
stock. that there is a danger and a possibil- 
ity of this condition being transmitted even 
after all physical evidence or manifestation 
disappears in the birds that have been af- 
flicted. We also found that apparently this 
disease can be carried over in the poultry 
houses. We had several houses where out- 
breaks of “Flu” occurred. The birds that 
survived this outbreak apparently carried 


an immunity. However, when we placed 
new stock in these houses, invariably we 
had an outbreak of the disease. 

When one is having trouble with this con- 
dition, it is well to keep in mind that all 
quarters should be thoroughly disinfected. 
In purchasing stock, it is a good plan to 
place it in quarantine for at least ten to 
fourteen days before placing it with the 
old stock. One should be careful about in- 
troducing this disease into the flock due to 
contact with birds that have been affected. 
The writer is acquainted with a party who 
attended one of the poultry shows where a 
considerable number of the birds showed ev- 
idence of colds and “Flu.” This party re- 
turned to his farm and went out among the 
pens and the flock, and within a very short 
time the disease manifested itself among his 
own birds. 

One should not treat cases of colds in the 
stock lightly, because these cases may be 
the forerunner of severe outbreaks of In- 
fectious Bronchitis. All birds should be re- 
moved from the flock that show any physi- 
cal evidence whatsoever of cold. The same 
holds true for the showroom. Birds show- 
ing evidence of cold and secretions around 
the nostrils should not be permitted to re- 
main in the showroom as the possibility of 
infecting the other stock always exists. 

If we are going to eliminate this condi- 
tion from our poultry it will require the co- 
operation of all poultry producers. The 
condition without a doubt originated on the 
farm, and the place that it should be han- 
dled and overcome is on the farm. When 
we consider from an economic standpoint 
that this disease has cost us millions of dol- 
lars in the industry, it certainly demands 
the attention of all those interested in the 
development of the industry.
